—The sponge business i.s largely pursued 
at thu Mahamn Islands. The exports of 
this article amount anmmlly to about 
$200,000. It is almost entirely tho growth 
of tho last twenty years. 
During thnt pe- 


riod, the article has almost quadrupled in 
value, nnd has been applied to a great va- 
riety of new purposes, especially in Franco. 
The sponge is comnre.sced in powerful 
presses and sacked like cotton. It is-us- 
Horted nnd graded, samples being fastened 
ou each package, to show its fibre. It i.s 
fished, or raked, or grappled up from the 
lear, Bandy bottom, at the dopth of twenty, 
forty or sixty feet, nnd often far from tfie 
fihore. The water ia so transparent thnt 
the growing sponge is visible on the bottom. 
The sponge ia the covering, the habita- 
tion of the lowest order of animal nata re. 
Indeed, organization can hardly be de- 
tected in the animal. When first taken 
from the water the f-ponge is black, nnd 
immediately 
becomes offensive to tho 


smell; it will almost cause the flesh it 
touches to bli.ster. The first process is to 
bury it in the sand, where it remains for 
two or three weeks, when tho gelatinous 
animal matter see inn to be destroyed, or 
eaten by tho insects that swarm in the 
sund. 
fhp boatmen who obtain it arc 


paid in ahnibs by the owner.s of tho boats. 
I'lfiM, therefore becomes precarious, and 
semi-gambling, liko wrecking, highly at- 
tractive to tho colored population.

•mour has issued the following, proclama- 
tion : 
" In a few days the citizens of this coun- 


try are toeserciso their constitutional duty 
of electing a President and Vice President 
of the United States. At a'time when the 
condition of our country oscites" th'e'deep- 
est interest, the questions'of "the day .cot 
only affect the personal-welfaro of all and 
tho happiness of tb'eir homes, but are also 
of a character to arouse the passions acd 
bad and angry controversies between par- 
ties. The existence of a terrible civil war 
and the assertion, of the right of military 
commanders in some sections of our coun- 
try to interfere with elections have caused 
fearful and exciting doubts in tho minds 
of many with regard to the free and un- 
traraelled exercise of tho elective fran- 
chise. I therefore appeal to men of all po- 
litical parties to uniw-with those holding 
official positions in their efforts to allay un- 
due excitement,- soften the harshness of 
party prejudices and passions and-to avoid 
all measures and language which shall tend 
to strife or disorder. 
However -we may 


differ in our views of public policy, we are 
alike interested in tha maintenance of or- 
der, the preservation of rights and the 
promotion of the prosperity of our State. 
While we do not agree as to the methodx 
by which these ends are to be gained, they 
are earnestly sought by all, and it is cer- - 
tain they cannot be reached by angry con- 
troversy, unreasonable suspicions, or disor- 
derly action. 


There are'rio we'll grounded fears that 


the rights of the citizens of N. Y. will be 
trampled upon at the polls. Tho power of 
this State is ninple to protect all classes 
in the free exercfse of their political'duties, 
and in doing this the public authorities 
will be upheld by good citizens of all.par- 
ties. There is no reason to doubt that the 
coming election will notbo conducted with 
usual quiet and order as Sheriffs of coun- 
ties and all other officers whose duty it is 
to keep ihe peace and to protect our citi- 
zens, will take care that every voter shall 
have a free ballot in tho manner secured 
to him by tho constitution and laws.
